TEACHER BACKGROUND 


Floods occur as water overflows a riverbank or during a tsunami. 
Floods have a destructive effect on the environment. They destroy 
many habitats and homes and damage crops. River floods 

can have a positive effect on land. Floods cover the land with 
nutrents-rich mud that increases the fertility of the soil. To decrease 
the negative effects of floods, people build dams and levees to 
reduce damage.
